' - — WASHl-Ne-TON— — R<pT-Dnn--Ros.^ 
tenkowski, D — III., has signaled that he in- 
tends to reject any plea bargain and vigor- 
ously contc.st anticipated charges that he 
abused his office by diverting public mon- 
ey for personal use. associates of the pow- 
erful lawmaker said Saturday. 

Unless Rostenkowski should have a lusi- 
minulc change of mind, federal prosecutors 
are expected to seek a grand jury indict- . 
mcnl early this week, possibly Tuesday. 

“He’s not giving up, he's going to fight 
it," one associate said of the 18-term con- 
gressman. 

Other sources said Rostenkowski was re- 
luctant to resign from Congress, which ac-

would permanently scar a Capitol Hill ca- 
reer of more than 35 years. 

A spokesman for Rostenkowski said Sat- 
urday that he hud no immediate comment 
on the matter. 

According to federal sources, an indict- 
ment is likely to allege that Rostenkowski 
defrauded taxpayers of hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars through both his Washing- 
ton and Chicago ofilces. 

That sum would include cash he alleged- 
ly received improperly from the House of 
Representatives’ post ofilcc in tramsaciions 
disguised as stamp purchases, and govern- 
ment funds misused to buy furniture and 
gifts for friends and constituents, the 
sources said. 

Once indicted. Rostenkowski, 66. would 
have to step down as chairman of the 
House Ways and Means Committee under 
House Democratic rules, but he still could 
remain as a member of the lax-writing pan-

cl. which has been considering President 
Clinton’s health care plan. If he were ac- 
quitted of the charges, he could then regain 
his chairmanship. 

Roslcnkowski’s lawyers have advised 
him (hat a plea agreement would enable 
him to avoid the humiliation of a public tri- 
al and the prospect of conviction and a 
pri.son sentence longer than the one-year 
term understood to be part of the agree- 
ment. 

However. Rostenkowski. who is repre- 
sented chiefly by Robert S. Bennett, one of 
Washington’s most skilled defense attor- 
neys, probably could force a delay of any. 
trial until afier the congre.ssional elections 
in November, legal sources said.

Clinton sounds increasingly 
defensive over minute scrutiny

WASHINGTON — A defensive tone is 
creeping into President Ginton's public 
stalemenls that oppaicntjy reflects growing 
fruition with criticism over his policies, 
politics and private life. 

It is a long way &om a president under 
siege, but is letting Americans know, 

olbat in &iily high-minded if not indirect 
style, that he feels he is the victim of unfiur, 
ofleh partisan attadcs that arc undermining 
his abuty to get his agenda approved 

Most presidents reach a stage in their 
administrations at which they decide to 
counterattack against the onslaught of criti- 
cism that inevic^ly comes with the ofScc. In 
recent limes. Presidents Jimmy Carter, 

- Ronald Reagan and George Bush all have 
done it, some with better clfccl than others. 

Qinlon, however, has ^ven his coun- 
lerofTenshe a diOerent edge by casting it in a . 
broad, cultural conlaL 

But the aim is unmistakable: The presi- 
dent, by characterizing critics as "bad- 
moulhas'' who arc part of a "culture of cri- 
tique” that poisons civil discourse in 
America, is able to fi^t back by .scerhing to 
take a higher rood 

His favorite line, used several times in the 
past week and apparently referring to conser- 
vative talk-show host Rusli Limbaugh, is 
this; "If you want to immediately bec^e a 
popular culture figure, just bad-mouth some- 
body, they’ll gjvc you a talk show." ' 

He used thS line in the 12th trip of his pres- 
idency toOilifbmia, a state ou^ lohsit- 
eketim and where his pt^ suddenly are sag- 
ging even after extraordinary pcisonal atlen- 
tioo and federal finandal help to the slate. 

' But the defensiveness goes beyond his 
. In recent interviews, he has 

denounced criticism that he is indecisive. In 
an interview with the Los Angeles Times, he 
spoke sharply against those who continue to 
harp on the WhUewater land deal and allega- 
tions of womanizing when he was governor 
ofArkansas. , j 

A president "has very little protection 
against people who work in an organized 
way to vilify the president," he said "And so

This kind of attitude prevalent in the couth 
try is responsible for the partisanship and 
division in Wa.shington over his ambitious

Greg Schneiders, a political consultant 
who worked in the Carter administration, 
said of the dinlon theme: "I don’t think it 
washes very well. A true victim of that 
unfortunate part of our culture could get 
away with it ~ It’s a hard thing to accept for 
somebody if the public believeshchascon- 
tribulrf to it by his own behavior." 

William Mdnturff; a Republican political 
consultant, said Ginlon "bragged m 1992 
about changing the culture of politics with 
the use of talk shows, television and so 
forth." 

These media forces, the ones -C^lon set 
in motion, arc now working against him, 
Mdnturff said 

The Qinton theme differs from Carter’s 
famed " - spee c h in that Clinton takes 
"ihc'attra step and stfesSTcdl to' national 
service and an activist program to overhaul 
health care and welfare, among others. 

It has more of a positive lone than Carter's 
• spe^ oftoi eriddzed as one of the worst 
by a president in modaa limes. Btit there are 
Cartcresque aspects to the Qinton message 
that, if he continues to use them, could ^ 
his voice a defensive note. 


Presidential weariness over constant md- 
dsm is nothing new. But Clinton’s advisers 
point to a new, damaging climate in which 
tabloid journalism raises quesdons about 
Clinton’s private life, as well as the pounding 
his programs take in a neoter-endmg news 
cyck. 

And then there is an abundance of talk 
shows on a scale that no piwious piesidcnl 
hi seen. As a result, there is not only more 
public discourse but also more of it ilut is 
r ritiral , shrill and even nasty. The president 
has come uixler sharp attack from conserva- 
tives who stress traditional values for reports 
of womanizing when he was governor of 
Arkansas. 

If Ginton fancies himself as a president, 
who can bring people together and bring a 
more civilizing, calmer tone to oitidsm, he 
will accomplish something that no recent 
president has been able to do. Bush certainly 
couldn’t, and Qinton was among his most 
severe cities. 

"This country was not built by bad- 
mouthing,” Clinton told students at the 
Univetsity of California- Los Angeles. Some 
of this, he suggested, is being done by 
Republicans who called the d^l-reduction 
bill approved last year a “tax bill” 

"I don’t think it’s fiiir to characterize it as a 
lax bill," he told Demooats at a fund-raise 
recently, even Ihou^ it did raise taxes. 

As an activist president with an overflow- 
ing agenda, Ginton might be expected to 
show impatience ovc a politkal process th^ 

on its best days, works at facial speed and is 
subject to inDucncc by spcoal inlnests. 

But it is questionable whethe lowering 
voices and resorting to a calmc discussion 
of^e issues v^l speed up the process or 
' guaiwta' ific‘'p5Ba^-of his'propcsalfEvcn' 
among- the calm and ihou^tful. there are 
many doubts about his rcvoluiionaiy health- 
care plan. 

"This health-care thing has incurred the 
wrath of a whole new range of enemies of all 
kinds," Ginton told the Los Angeles Tunes 
— an us-vs-lhcm remark that seems in line 
wilhaculture of critique.

Foster care: A broad term for many different ways to help children 


Across the nation, approximately 
100,000 families provide foster care 
to children who, ^cause of abuse or 
neglect or ment^ health, cannot live 
with their own families. In the Mag- 
ic and Wood River valleys, 101 fam- 
ilies open their homes to 127 chil- 
dren and youth. 

"Foster Care’’ is a broad term, 
covering a range of programs. There 
is no limit to the sorts of stress that 
families experience, so no two cases 
arc alike. Yet foster care can be de- 
scribed in broad categories with spe- 
cial types of foster families active in 
each category. 

Criitia Care is the frontline of the 
battle. A sudden negative change in . 
the environment of a youngster, such 
as the hospitalization or incarcera- 
tion of a sin^e parent, calls for im- 
mediate intervention for the child’s 
sake. A safe place to sleep, reliable 
meals, basic heallh care and hygiene 
need to be supplied on short notice. 

A foster parent who is willing to 
serve os a crisis care ^ver is one of < 
the shock troops of the system. They _ 
often' receive phone calls in the mid-

Shelter care, provides a maximum 
of 45 days of care while a decision is 
being made on whether or not a 
youth at risk is going to be placed in 
the foster care system..

Long term foster care is the sys- 
tem's attempt to create a nurturing.. ..

function. Long-term care can extend 
lo two years. During (his lime, 
scheduled visits allow the natural 
parent to stay In contact with the 
child while the foster family pro- 
vides the stability and encourage- 
ment Ihe child needs to thrive. 

The bonding that occurs in long- 
term care creates a connection be- 
tween child and foster family which 
is indistinguishable from good natu- 
ral family relationships. 11)1$ can 
moke on eventual go^byc very dif- 


ficult. But this emotional bonding is 
Ihc reason that good foster care 
works, so families involved must be 
prepat^ to love the kids they care 
for. then sec them leave. 

Ask Neal Miller about goodbyes,' 
Neal, pastor of the Filer Missionary 
Church, and his wife. Diune, provide 
long-term care for infants, toddlers 
and preschoolers. Within the past 
three years. Neal and Diane have 
had to say goodbye to two very spe- 
cial toddlers. They cared for each of

Adoption is not a goal of the foster 
care program, but it can be a result. 

The law Ls strongly prejudiced in favor 
of preserving the natural family. Tlie 
goal of every foster placement is reuni- 
fication of a family. 

However, sometimes reunification 


is>imp1y not pos.sible. In these cas- 
C.S. families providing long-term fos- 
ter care often consider adopting the 
child or children in their home. It 
happens more frequently than mo.sl 
readers would think. 

A family and a child come to 
know and love one another and then, 
when reunification with the natural 
family is ruled out. they make their 
family connection a matter of legal 
fact. A program called “adopt-fosler 
care” exists to make this type of care 
possible. 

At prcscnl. Region V has 10 dif- 
ferent “adopt-fostcr" homes. Kathy 
and Kingston West in Burley are in 
the process of adopting a family of 
six sibling-s. Tliis is not Kathy and 
King.ston’s first family. They have 
already raised a family of five. 

Arlis and Lyman Mueller have 
four birth children, three adopted 
children and one long-term foster 
child, and they are adopting a broth- 
er and sister. 

These families arc offering a pre- 
cious opportunity to the children 
placed in their care. They nre giving

ICA makes waves in primary

HEYBURN - Some say Tuesday’s primary 
election was a mediocre showing for the Idaho 
Citizens Alliance. But others say it was the 
first wave of a conservative tide that will per- 
manently alter Idaho’s political landscape. 

Before the votes were even counted, some 
political commentators were declaring the {m- 
maty results a blow for the ICA. Tlie logic; 
Larry Eastland, the ICA-bocked candidate for 
governor, hod lost to former lieutenant gover- 
nor Phil Ban by almost 20,000 votes. 

But Eastland said it is “faulty logic" to 
blame the ICA for his loss. Phil Bad started 
with 70 percent name Ideritincatioti, spertf. 
S500.000 and bad inside political support, 
Eastland said. 

“The foct I come os for and as fast os I did 
doesn’t show any weakness on the port of the 
ICA - that's for sure,” Eastland said. 

Eastland said siqrport from the ICA and oth- 


er like-minded conservative groups helped cat- 
apult him from a political unknown to a seri- 
ous contender who won numerous counties in 
Eastern Ididio and kepi Ban below 50 percent 
statewide. 

“Wc made a hcck of a race of it,” Eastland 
said, predicting the seeds of future conserva- , 
tivc victories were sowed during the 1994 
campaign. 

But if the ICA-backed candidate for gover- 
nor con poll only 33% in the Republican party 
primary, this bodes poorly for the group and 
its anti-gay rights ballot iniliotive, some folks 
reasoned, including Idaho Statesman colum- 
nist Dan Popkey.

Friday. “Every one of our candidates was 
bump^ a solid 15 if not 20 percent because of 
our endorsement." 

The ICA deserves credit for helping two 
statewide candidates clinch GOP nominations, , 
Walton said: superintendent of public instruc- 
tion candidate Anne Fox and auditor candidate 
Ralph j. Glnes. 

Fox beat Bob Dutton by ten percent, while 
Gines pulled out a five-thousand vote victory 
over Lynn Tominaga.

former lieutenant governor David Leroy by 20 
percentage points, • 

At the beginning of this campaign, many 
leading Republicans, including Bati, David 
Leroy, and Lt. Gov.

So the ICA embraced a slate of underdogs

Couple votes-in South Africa election

TWIN FALLS - Elsa Mcarklc says Soutli 
Africa was once a land of glorious mountains 
and untamed beasts, a subtropical paradise 
where blacks and whites harmoniously Lo-ex- 
ist^ 

JThat-was.bcforc .black radicals, .reporters, 


and reds stirred up trouble, morring-perhaps 
forever-the crown Jewel of Africa, she said. 
She fears the new South African regime will 
be dominated by Marxists. 

“This is what worries us," she soys. 
“Apartheid was wrong, but by God commu- 
nism will be worse for the Black people. The 
people had no idea they were voting for com- 
munists. They don't really know what com- 
“munism is;” 

Elsa and her husband, Hugh, have just re- 
turned to the Magic Valley from South 
Africa’s Kwa-Zulu Natal province, where they 
voted in that nation’s fint multi-racial demo- 
cratic elections. They saw one-time political 
prisoner Nelson Mandela take the presidency. 

Like many local retirees, the Meorkles head 
south each fall to avoid the cold short days of 
winter. But instead of bpting for Sun City, 
.. Ariz., this couple heads for the southern tip of 
■Africa, to the land Elsa t)os colled home since 
the 1950s, when she emigrated there from 
^tlond. From October to April, they live in a 
retirement village on the Indian Ocean, 120 
. miles south of Durban. 

A $2,800 economy-class ticket and a 24 
"liduf flight' gct'you' to South Africa, the 
one-time international pariah, the land where 
apartheid flourished. 

It’s a journey they've been making annually 
for the past five years. They hope to keep go- 
ing, but with (he African National Congress in 
power, they worry. While Mandela has formed 
a "government of national unity” that includes 
all races, a few blacks still advocate a "one set- 
tler, one bullet” policy for the land’s white mi- 
nority. Threats and escalating violence are im- 
pinging on on .otherwise tranquil existence. 

Soudi Africa has nine provinces, eleven lan- 
guages, and two major tribes. Kwa-Zulu Natal 
is controlled by the Zulu tribe and its Inkalha 
Freedom Party. Most other provinces arc gov- 
erned by the ANC, which is controlled primor- 
-iiy by the-Xbosa tribe.-Black on block violence 
hu ended thousands of lives, and the Meorkles 


worry the current fragile peace' could be fol- 
lowed by a bloody civil war. 

"The nutjority ofBlocks want to have peace. 
They just wont to have o job. to be able to sup- 
port their families, (o feed and clothe them just 
like everybody else.- Wc just hope and pray 
they get that," Hugh said. 

Elsa is a retired doctor. Hugh is a retired 
_teIcphonc cmploya from sputh_of the Ma»n_ 
Dixon Line. They m« in Si:o(kuidin 1984 and 
were married four years later. 

As a oRC-time southerner and a part-time 
South African, Hugh has witnessed two major 
social upheavals first-hand. He said Natal in 
the 1980’s was like North Carolina in the 
1950’s "except there wasn’t .the onim.psity be- 
tween the blacks and whites in South Africa" 
like there was in Greensboro, Selma and Jack- 


That changed "v.-hen the radicals got start- 
ed." Elsa said. As a doctor, she saw the vic- 
tims ofinicr-tribal warfare. One of her domes- 
tic servants. Dina, was murdered by ANC sup- 
porters. she says. The mother of six was set 
afire, a burning lire placed round her neck in 
an execution blacks call "necklacing.” typical- 
ly practice on ANC opponents. 

The children watched her bum, Elsa said. 

Defending the overall state of black-white 
relations. Elsa said her black servonts ore 
"well-taken care of.” 

“I love the Block people of South Africa," 
she said, conceding an "enormous gulf* re- 
mains between the races. 

Hugh said that on cl^iori day. dicir gorilcn- 
cr’s party triumphed in the Kwa-Zulu . 
province. The vote broke years of tension, he 
said. 

"It was the first time you’d seen them smile 
in a long. long lime," he said.

KETCHUM - Every year on Labor 
Day, Kctchum city leaders pull out the 
old ore wagons for the famed Wagon 
Days Parade. It’s a celebration of a col- 
orful era in the Wood River Valley, 
when Ions of mineral-rich ore rolled 
down city streets to nearby smelters. 

Today, the wagons arc only relics, a 
liovelty^iBradcd through town once' a 
year, and on display at d museum. But 
therd'is still gold in the hills outside of 
Kctchum, and big-time mining could re- 
turn to the valley. 

For the past five years, BioMync, a- 
California-based minerals exploration 
company, has been scouring a moun- 
tainside Just outside Sun Valley for 
traces of gold. 

The typically tight-lipped BioMync 


Officials have yet to say they’ve hit the 
big strike, but the exploration work con- 
tinues. In summertime, drills operate 
seven days a week in plain view of Bald 
'Mountain, Sun Valley’s world-famous 
ski slope. 

If a mining operation were to open,. 
Forest Service officials say tons of gold- 
rich mountain roCk could again roll 
through Kctchum every day on modem 
ore wagons - huge dicscl-powcrcd 
dump thicks. 

The Forest Service recently approved 
plans for another batch of exploratory 
drill sites in the area this summer, in- 
cluding construction of more than two 
miles of new road to reach those areas.

Not surprisingly^ a/new era in 
mining is not cause for celebration 
for many in this conservation-orient- 
ed and tourism-dependent communi- 
ty- 

"Both of those areas are inlally in- 
appropriate for mining exploration 
or for mining.” .said Blaine County 
Commissioner Len Harlig, who 
stressed he .speaks on the matter 
only for hirhsclf. '’This is' a fccre- 
aiion-drivcn economy. People arc 
not coming here (o'kxik at cicar-cuts 
or open-pit mines.” 

Harlig's sentiments are echoed by 
many in the valley. La.st fall, more 
than '500 people signed a petition 
protesting (he BioMyne exploration 
work, but the opposition means little 
lo forest officials in charge of ad- 
ministering the exploration work. 

Ketchum District Ranger Alan 
Pinkerton is in the unique position 
of administering both Sun Valley 
Co.'s ski permit on Bald Mountain 
and BioMync’s exploration activity. 

It's Pinkcrion’s job to sec that 
- both interests get to use the Forest 
Service land ond resources. But if 
push comes to shove. Pinkerton said 
mining will win every time. 

“Mining activity is a right as iden- 
tified by the 1872 Mining Act and 
the Sawtooth Forest plan." he said. 
’’Sun Valley’s operation on Bold 
Mountain is a privilege, not a right. 

"At this point, if 1 were to say 'no 
mining.’ basically. I’d go down in 
flames.” 

But* Pinkerton acknowledges thol 
if the exploration work moves to- 
ward production, the community 
would put up a tough fight. 

“(BioMyne officials) have got to 
know that this community would 
come unglued.” he said. “That’s 
simply an observation based on 
comments received to thi.s point.” 

But opposition to mining isn’t 
unanimous. 

*i gel tired of the trust-fun Jer who 
hos nothing bcllcr to do than spend 
his lime taking away the working 
man’s chance at a living.” said 23-; 
ycor-old Erik Csizmazia, who has 
lived in the valley since 1979. 

Csizmazia. a conslruciion worker. 


said he is "pro-business as well as 
pro-environment." and a little more 
industry in the valley i.s not a bad 
idea. “I just think there's room for 
all aspects of progress, it just needs 
lo be done appropriately.” 

Harlig said valley residents have a 
responsibility to learn from their 
past. Just southeast of Sun Valley is 
the tiny mining town of Triumph, a 
site the Environmental Protection 
Agency has been trying lo put on 
Superfund for the pusticouplc of 
years. Cleanup estimates for the 
town's old lead and silver mine have 
ranged as high as $600 million. 

. -“If- wc’vc already got a Triumph, 
mine that is causing the federal gov- 
ernment such concern, why on earth 
would it give us a second one?" 
Harlig said. 

Pinkerton said that's a good ques- 
tion. 

“1 don’t think wc as a society arc 
aware of the long-term ramifications 
of a producing gold mine," Pinker- 
ton .said. "Tlic.se arc things that this 
community needs to be thinking 
about, that society needs to be think- 
ing about.” 

But, he added, he will do his job. 
which entails making sure that min- 
ing interests in the valley are given 
every right entitled to them by the 
federal government.

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Historical bordello room preserved 

Man, town restore district as memento of Wallace’s colorful past 


WALLACE (AP) — Wide-open 
mining towns were a major part of 
Idaho’s history, and now the bawdy 
side of that history — or recent past 
— is being preserved in the heart of 
one of the world’s richest mining 
districts. 

The Oasis Rooms operated for 
generations on the second floor of 
one of the Hrst commercial buildings 
constructed in Wallace after the city 
was established in 1893. ^ 

The solid green door that offers 
entry from the street still declares 
"OASIS ROOMS’’ in bold letters. 

Operations abruptly ceased six 
years ago in a wave of anti-corrup- 
tion sentiment. The employees 
Vquidcly left ond^the place was 
locked up. It remained untouched 
until William Zaneiti became the 
owner in' 1993 and restored it os a 
memento to Wallace's colorful past. 

Now for $4, a person can get a 20- 
minute lour of one of the few bor- 
; dello museums in existence. 

" ‘'That’s one of the things that 
Wallace was noted for," says Jack 
Mayfield, whose wife, Michelle, 
manages the museum. The city’s 
1910 budget listed SISO income 
from prostitutes — fines for disor- 
derly conduct. 

"From the early' ’405 up until the 
’60s there were five brothels in 
Wallace,” says Mayfield, who has 
lived in Wallace since World War II. 

“There were a lot of people from 
Canada used to. come down. The 
Fairchild Air Force Base servicemen 
from Spokane used to come” to the 
^rothels,'he said. "They just floiir- 
• ished,_you kruaw.^j^d no w th at 
they're all gdne,'thts onc'had every- 
thing still in it from the bedding to 
the lipstick." 

The rest of the people in town 
seem to have taken to the idea. 
Some have even contributed stories 
about the Oasis Rooms, like the time^ 
— one of-the maid? helped thc'wdrkmg 
girls'ihTow an unruly customer down 
the stairs or when high school boys 
would climb a nearby hill to watch 
the girls sunbathe on the flat roof. ' ..

Jerome allows home to stay near waste lagoon

JEROME - County planning offi- 
cials agreed lo let a home stand though 
it was placed closer to a dairy wa.sic 
water lagoon than a county oidinonce 
allows. 

. The Jerome County Planning and 
2kming Commission agreed to let the 
Alejandra Sedano family stay in their 
home provided they do not complain 
about the nearby lagoon. 

In early 1994 Sedano bought 2K 
acres southwest of Jerome for about 
$8,000, drilled a well, put in a septic 
system and moved a mobile home onto 
it. He then discovered his home was 
197 feet from a neighbor’s lagoon. The 
county ordinance requires a residence 
' be 300 feet from a lagoon. 

*rhe realtor who sold Ihc land to 
Sedano had not told him the county 
ordinance required his re.sidcncc to be 
300 feet from the lagoon, Sedano 


learned of the ordinance when he was 
getting a building permit after the sale 
had been completed. 

"I think Mr. Sedano was snookered 
into buying the property. I called the 
rcallof and he said he didn’t have time 
to check everybody’s ordinances and 
hung up on me," Planning and Zoning 

. Admini-slmior Art Brown Mid. 

“Its my fault too. I didn’t know there 
was a lagoon there when (Sedano) wa.s 
granted a building permit,” Drown 
said. 

• The lagoon, owned by Calvin 
DcKruyf, is 182 wide feet, about a 
quarter of a mile long and 20 feet deep. 
Brown said. 

“The bank around ihc lagoon is so 
high, you’d think it was a hill." he s:iid., 
The safety of Sedano's children - 
with Ihc lagoon on one side and a canal 
on the other - flooding if the lagoon 
should break, nitrates from the liquid 
getting in drinking water, flies and 
odors were among ihc potential prob- 


lems raised at a public hearing. 

The commis-sion granted Sedano a 
variance to the county'ordiruuice when 
it learned that the area has had an 
approved plat plan since 1976. The 
lagoon was not built until 1980.

Serbs, Croats spar near north corridor 


SARAJEVO, Bosnia-Herzegovina 
(AP) — Bosnian Serbs fought artillery 
duels with Bosnian Croat, and govern- 
ment troops Saturday near a crucial 
northern corridor linking Serb holdings 
' ih the cast and west. 

About 100 artillery rounds were 
Bred by bolh;Sides around the govern- 
ment-held town of Grodacac on 
Saturday, after heavy shelling there 
Friday I^Ied one civil^ and wounded 
two others, said Capt. Jens Kirk, a 
U.N. spokesman in nearby l\izla. 

Croatian radio, meanwhile, reported 
several people were injured when 
Bosnian Serbs pounded a Bosnian 
Croat stron^old on Bosnia’s northern 
border with Croatia. About 20 shells 
landed inside Croatia, Kirk said, citing 
the report. 

There was no immediate indepen- 
dent confirmation. But on assault could 
have come in retaliation for a Croat 
attack reported earlier that killed one 
person and injured 40 In Serb-held 
Breko, a town that sits astride the thin 
Serb-held land corridor.

Bonn, Germany (AP) — An.- 
' extreme-right leader linked to life' 
youths charged in Germany's dead- 
liest anti-foreigner attack wo.s a gov- 
ernment informant at the time of the 
crime, according to news reports 
Saturday. 

Bemd Schmitt ran a martial arts 
school, Hak-Pao, attended by three 
of the four youths charged in the 
arson murder of five Turks in 
Solingen a year ago. 

The youlhsitesliflcd at their trial 
the school trained them .to attack 
"Kanakcn” — a derogatory word 
for foreigners — and was a recruit- 
ing ground for neo-Nazis. Neither 
Schmitt nor the instructors have 
been directly implicated in the arMin 
attack. 

The Solingen murders set off a 
week of riots and anguished soul- 
searching in Germany. Thou.sands 
of people have been injured and at 
least 30 killed in right-wing vio- 
lence since the two Germanys were 
unified in 1990. , 

" On Saturday, about'4, 000 leftists 
demonstrated in Solingen to mark 
the anniversary of the May 29, 
1993. crime. An equal number of 
police were on hand to prevent vio- 
lence.

;Schmitt in December for running an 
illegal extremist organization. Thcy_ 
had confiscated documenLs from his 
school that included instructions fur 
making Molotov cocktails and dia- 
grams showing foreigner-occupied 
buildings to be attacked.

Russian gunman 
remains at large 

MOSCOW (AP) — One of four 
gunmen who kidnapped a busload 
of people wasn’t killed in a 
sliuoioui a.s previously reported 
and is apparently still at large in 
soutlicrn Russia, officials said

Russian commandos captured 
three of the four kidnappers and 
freed their hostages unharmed 
Friday. Interior Ministry officials 
had said the fourth kidnapper was 
killed trying to escape.

In the 1970s, when New Ways to 
Work got organized, the idea of flexi- 
ble work hours, job sharing, working 
fromhomc were new. 

The ideas aren't new anymore, but 
they're still rare. 

*Thai’s because working conditions 
are entwined with values, said Barney 
; Olmsicad, who works with New 
Ways to Work in San Francisco. 

“Changes challenge long-held 
] beliefs about how work should be 
' done, how you define a good, com- 
mitted worker, how you should super- 
vise people. When you talk about 
flexibility in the workplace, you are 
talking about changing the workplace 
radically.” . 

But benefits to businesses and 
workers who always feel pressed for 
time as they juggle work and home 
life, outweigh the ha.sslcs, she said, 
“It’s not just about being able to bal- 
ance work and the rest of your life, 
' it’s about being able to have a life,” 
she said. 

The people in payroll may have to 
figure out how to do checks different- 
ly when people share a Job. But it can 
. be done. But first the people in power 
have to be convinced it's to their 
advantage to be accommodating, she 
said. At some companies, they’ll save 
money because flexibility allows 
them to “adjust without having lo fire 
people." 

New Ways to Work started as an 
. advocacy agency and now conducts 
•research and publishes reports. 
• Olmstead noted that in Canada, 
IFrance and Japan, “the social systems

allow for much less dislocation for 
labor.” In the United States, where 
health insurance is linked to jobs, 
“people stay in jobs they don’t like 
that arc not good for them just to get 
health benefits.” Whether employed 
or on welfare, people' with small chil- 
dren especially "arc not willing lo let 
go of health insurance unless they 
have to." 

People “work lo be able lo lake 
care of n family.” Small employers 
who shoulder the costs of health 
insurance aren't making enough noise 
about the co.sl to them, she said. "It’s 
a real, liability." 

Besides health insurance and 
income, people keep in their lime- 
crunched rigid work world because 
that's the only choice. Flexible jobs 
arc still usually reserved for ihc trust- 
worthy few. 

But it doesn't have to be that way. 
She pointed to Pella Windows, which 
established flexible shifts on the 
assembly line in the ‘70s, 

The company benefited because 
then it didn't have lo overstaff lo 
guard against absenteeism. And, it 
saves the company money because 
now workers pick up more hours in 
the summer at straight time instead of 
overtime. “Thai’s the deal they 
worked out. Everybody’s happy." 


What if the. prospect of changing 
(he way you work doesn’t make your 
boss happy? First off, she advised, 
make a business ca.se for them. 

"The window maker wasn’t just 
trying to 'be nice to the production 
line.". See what benefits the company 
would gel by, your working a flexible 
shift. 

Somelimes parents arc so stressed 
from trying to do so much at home 
.ind on the Job (hat they are not con- 
sidered prospects for flexible hours. 
They're stuck because having unman- 
ageable jobs in the first place may be 
partly responsible for bad job cvidua- 
lions in the first place. 

Then, there's the meanness factor. 
Some employers don't want lu budge 
out of good old-fashioned stubborn- 
nes.s. 

Information is your best weapon 
against this funny resistance to fami- 
lies. Go to the library and read up on 
examples of places that respond^ lo 
parents in the workplace. Build your 
cose about bringing different skills lo 
the job. "You have lo think about how 
you could help your work gel done 
better a.s well as accommodate your 
own needs.” 

Don't gel sucked into Ihc trap of 
running yourself ragged to prove that 
flexible work hours work.

A few precautions will help 
keep burglars, prowlers at bay 


She shakes her husband awake. 
She whispers. “There's a burglar 
downstairs.” More shakes. At lost, he 
slumbics from bed, pretends to trem- 
ble and leads her on tiptoe through 
the house. He liftsThe-sugor bowl lid. 
"No one there." He peeks under the 
carpel, snops on lights, throws open 
the oven door. “No one there." 

A favorite family story, yes, but 
these days we don't laugh at noises 
in the night. Wc con lake precautions, 
however, and here ore a few from Lt. 
Don Heffem. a sheriffs department 
invesligotor in Orange County, 
California. 

“Contrary to belief, most burglar- 
ies occur during (he day,” says 
Heffem, whose but includes several 
scnior.complexes. “Remember, bur- 
glars choose at random. If they see a 
slicker saying your home has a secu- 
rity system, they’ll likely go on lo the 
next. Pul slickers at the side or back 
doors, too." 

Keep shrubbery and tree limbs 
trimmed so they don't become hiding 
places. Padlock all gates. Don't 
worry: most utility workers use 
scopes lo read meters so they needn’t

enter the property. 

“Be unpredictable,” Heffem says. 
“Don't go shopping or make appoint- 
ments at the same time each day. If 
you put a lamp on a timer to turn on 
automatically at night, vary the 
times. Do the same with a radio on a 
timer. Vary Ihc route you drive, loo.” 
Going on vacation? “Keep your 
place looking lived in. Stop newspa- 
per deliveries temporarily. Have the 
post office hold your mail, or have a 
neighbor collect it dally. Have your 
lawn mowed, loo.” 

Heffem suggests keeping your 
property well-lifted and closing the 
drapes al night so you don't become 
a showcase Ibr intruders. 

“Install a panoramic door viewer, 
Q peephole, so you can see who is 
calling,” he says. “Secure ail doors 
and windows. Doorknob locks offer 
no protection and are a common 


means of forced entry. 

“Exterior doors should have dead- 
bolt locks mounted in a solid core 
door. The same goes for the door 
from house to garage. Install auxil- 
iary locks on sliding glos^ doors and 
windows." 

Police departments will furnish 
pamphlets on crime prevention, he 
soys, and will help organize 
Neighborhood Watch programs. Just 
o.sk. 

And should you have the slightest 
suspicion that something is amiss, 
don't look in the sugar bowl or the 
oven. Call 911. The instant you calii 
the operator automatically knows 
your location, so. even if you can't 
blurt out your fears, help is on the 
way.

They are perhaps the most obvious 
evidence of the cnanging face of Indy, 
a thundering cavalry charge out of the 
I9th century of auto racing and clear 
into the 2lsi, skipping the 20th entire- 
ly. 

Racing has become a high-tech, 
hi^cr st^es business, where millions 
of dollars ore invested in the endless 
pursuit of speed. The ^ucsl is for fast, 
foster and fastest and it is chased with 
passion at considerable cost. 

The drivers arc more professional 
and better conditioned than they’ve 
ever been, no longer just passengers 
dong for the ride. The core they (five 
arc futcr and safer than they've ever 
been. 

And the changes are most dramatic 
in Gasoline Alley, where the quaint old 
lines of garages were leveled a few 
years ago, replaced by speed laborato- 
ries. Those fragile, old frame buildings 
were IneJy originals, sorry-looking 
structures that seemed like the huff and 
puiT of one good wind could knock 
them down. 

Still, there was a certain ambiance 
about those white, claptrap shacks that 


come from another time, a simpler lime 
at Indy. Inside those old bams, you al- 
most expected to find a mechanic 
equipped with on oil con in one hand, a 
hammer in the other, and a screwdriver 
sticking out of his back pocket. 

Today's Indy is computerized from 
top to bottom. Link is lefi to chance os 
race day setups are arranged. The place 
is crammed with as monv engineen os 
mechanics, men devotee! to squeezing 
every possible mile per hour out of 
their race 'cars. 

The gorages aren’t nil that's new 
around this old place. There is a new 
generation of drivers. Ex-winncrs Al 
Unser and Johnny Rutherford retired 
this May. following A J. Foyt and Rick 
Mcors. Mario Andnriti is dnving his fi- 
nal Indy. The operative Unser here 
now is Al, Jr., the pole sitter, still called 
LiltIC'Al by the racing community, 
even tltou^ he's 32 years old. 

This is not your faQicr’s Indy 500. 

And yet, some things will never 
change, things like the low, almost gut- 
tural groan of the engines as drivers 
push fiem to their outer limits. Things 
like Indy's infield, a peculiar conven- 
tion of humanity unmatched elsewhere. 
Things like the shock to the senses it 
delivers to first-time visitors. 

Emerson Fittipaldi, who has won 
this race twice and is one of the fa- 
vorites on Sunday, remembered being 
shaken by his first trip around the Jndy 
ovol. ‘ ' 

"I remember the first turn, the turbu- 


lence hitting the cockpit and helmet.” 
he said. “It was unbelievable. It was 
my first experience at a high speed 
oval. I thought, 'What is going on 
here?' It's tough. The bufletin^ is dif- 
ferent from ony other place in race 
driving.” 

' And dealing with it all starts in the 
garages, in Gasoliiie Alky, where 
strategics aie planned and executed. 

Rules are strict bock there. Yellow- 
shirted safety patrol officers shutik 
crowds in and out of the rows of 
garages, blowing shrill whistles inces- 
santly. clearing the way for the racing 
machines os they are moved bock and 
forth from track lo garage. 

The cars arc the stars, brightly point- 
ed, covered from front to rear with 
sponsor logos. 

There is no food or drink allowcd.- 
Thc funnel cakes and carmcl com stay 
outside. 

In Roger Penske's gorogc. where 
Fittipaldi, Unser ond Paul Tracy plot- 
ted the race, the big attraction was (he 
Mcrccdcs-Bcnz engine, shown off to 
visitors the way a host might disploy a 
fine piece of cryslol. ' - 

"The relationship Between all of the 
drivers is very good," Unser soid of 
Team Penske. "There's been a lot of 
time when Emerson and Paul have 
both helped my car go quicker.

Women find 
business link 
playing golf 

Businesswomen who 
play find more success 
is par for the course

When Stephanie Brown attended her com- 
pany’s annual golf bash in Winston-Salem, 
N.C., for the first time in 1992, she did whot 
the other women did. 

Drown drove the beer cart and kept score 
while watching male colleagues schmooze 
cuSIhmcrs between putts. 

"That was the women’s role," said Brown. 
27, an account executive at Sea-Land Ser- 
vice Inc., a shipping company with offices in 
Charlotte, N.C. 

It was until last spring. 

_ Tired of watching the action from the 
sidinmes 'andnudgcd-gently-by-hcr- bos»,uin— 
avid golfer, Brown lost June decided to in- 
vest in golflessons.-Her boss signed her up 
with his golf teacher and helped her pick out 
a set of clubs. ' 

Brown played her first corporate game 
five months later at Sea-Land’s annual out- 
ing, She took advantage ofthe game to min- 
gle with cusiorhers. ' i . 

"Golf is one of llie few times when the— 
networking isn't so formal," said Brown. 
“It's where you feel relaxed, and (customers) 
’'fcerrclhxcfl. '.V.' It'dbes maxe a difference m 
dealing with them in the future." 

Brown is part of a growing number of 
businesswomen who are using golf to in- 
crease their business contacts and strengthen 
relationships with colleagues and clients. 

Networking on the golf course isn't new. 
Men have been doing it for years. But now 
businesswomen, who for years have worked 
hard to get ahead, are learning how to play 
hard to achieve the same goal. 

Membership in the 3-year-old national Ex- 
ecutive Women’s Golf League, a non-profit 
businesswomen's group that organizes 
lessons and gamed, is growing lO perccni a 
month. In 1993, the group more than tripled 
its members. To date, it has 4,200 in 65 
chapters. Us month-old Charlotte chapter has 
20 members. 

Spending half a day hitting little white 
balls around several hundred acres mysteri- 
ously bonds participants in a way that few 
other business activities can, golfers say. 

“You start to see a person as a human be- 
ing as opposed to a business person," said 
Alice Lehman, First Union Corp.’s manag- 
ing director and senior vice president of syn- 
dications, . 

"If you go into a (chief financial officer’s) 
or a chairman's office, the most time they 
can give you isv45 minutes to an hour. When 
you arc playing golf, you arc with these peo- 
ple for four hours," Lehman said. "You .start 
talking about things that they might not 
bring up When they arc under the pressures 
of an office." 

Lehman began playing golf as a teen-ager, 
encouraged by her mother, who said golf 
would help Lehman get ahead. 

“Women could aspire to be nurses or 
teachers then. My mother thought golf was a 
ticket out of what I faced at the time," 
Lehman said.

Insurance companies face bad year as 
natural disasters tear through industry

NEW YORK — Even with seven month.s 
Icfi and hurricane season just beginning, 
1994 already is the second worst year ever 
forinsurcre. ", 

Losses from the Los Angeles earthquake 
and winter storms hove reached $8.5 billion, 
according to industry' estimates. Based on 
the anticipated damage of a normal hurri- 
conc season, the total for 1994 could exceed 
$10 billion. 

That would not be nearly os bad os the 
record $23 billion in losses in 1992, the year 
of Hurricane Andrew and the Los Angeles 
riots. 

But this year’s catastrophes still will cost 
the industry — and some of its customers 
— dearly. 

Policy holders in the hardest-hit oreas 
probably will see rotes for property and ca- 


sualty insurance nse. And many insurers 
will sec profits drop, although it’s unlikely 
that any companies will fail. 

S&P recently lowered its ratings on sever- 
al insurance companies, a reflection of their 
weakened financial stability. 

The agency downgraded 2Chh Century In- 
surance Co. and 21st Century Casualty Co. 
one notch to double B. 

The companies had combined losses of 
$600 million. The double B rating indicates 
that a firm’s bonds aren’t a very safe invest- 
ment. 

Insurers’ financial troubles inevitably 
trickle down. Twentieth Ccntuiy has applied 
to raise homeowners’ insurance rates by 
21.8 pereent and earthquake insurance rates 
by 172 percent. The applications are being 
reviewed by the Californio insurance com- 
missioner’s office. . 

Larger companies that sell mimy kinds of 


insurances and serve different regions will 
have an easier time recovering from 1994, 
sny industry experts. So will companies 
owned by decp-pockclcd parents, such as 
Allstate, which is partly owned by Scars, 
Roebuck & Co. 

But the overall outlook for the industry is 
bleak. 

Analysts measure the industry’s health 
with the “combined ratio," the percentage of- 
each dollar in premiums that an insurer 
spends on claims and expenses. A combined 
ratio under 100 means an insurer’s. under- 
writing is profitable. 

In 1992, the industry had a combined ra- 
tio of 1 15.7 percent, meaning that for every 
dollar pf premiums they earned, insurance 
companies spent $1.15. 

Last year, the ratio' improved to a still-' 
weak 107.7 percent. S&P predicts the ratio 
will grow to 108.5 perccht this year. ' ,

PORT ANGELES, Wash. (AP) 
— Timber sales by small-scale pri- 
vate landowners now rank ri^t be- 
hind those by industry giants such 
as Weyerhaeuser and Boise Cas- ' 
cade due to restrictions on harvests 
from stale and federal lands, ac- 
cording 10 the state Department of 
Natural Resources. 

Those resirfciions, prompted by 
environmental concerns, have re- 
duced supply and boosted prices to 
levels that are prompting many 
“smairiandowncTTio-selltcrnritls" 
and export markets. 

For instance, export prices for 
Douglos Hr ranged over the past 
year from S800 to $1,100 per 1,000 
board feet, Port of Port Angeles 
morkeiing director Dave Hagiwara 
said. Domestic prices run around 
25 percent less. 

’Those arc buy ers* price , H agi_ ^ 
warn noie'd.”Scllcrs must pay for 
logging and transportation, so the 
price they will receive is less. 

And the market is voloiile. Dou- 
glas Hr prices fluctuated 40 percent 
during the past year, said Larry 
Blydensiein, controller for Merrill 
& Ring Green Crow. 

"We would rather people call us 
first and understand the market a 
Hlile before they make a decision." 
he said. "It's a commodity like 
anything else, and it's Just as un- 
predictable us other commodities."

‘Tve let some ca.sh build up be- 
cause we're in a more volatile en- 
vironment," the Boston-based 
Kurland said in an interview dur- 
ing an industry convention here. 

Through Qiuch of 1993, Kurland 
had about two-thirds of Pioneer 
International’s portfolio in slocks 
from emerging markew, or nations 
where capitalism and many local 
businesses arc still in the early 
stages of development. 

Now, by contrast, that propor- 
tion is down to one-third, with the 
majority of the fund’s stock hold- 
ings having been shifted into larg- 
er, more developed markets in 
places like Europe and Japan. The 
fund'.s,cash reserves, which were 
up to about 15 percent of total as- 
sets a few weeks ago, now stand at 
about 10 percent, Kurland says. 

Kurland says the fund is almost 
completely out of some recently 
hot markets, such as Malaysia and 
Thailand, and has reduced its 
holdings in others like Mexico and 
Hong Kong. "Some of them were 
getting tremendously overheated,"

Kurland acknowledges that it 
isn’t easy to find bargain-priced 
slocks in any market these days, 
even after the setbacks that hit a 
lot of those markets early this 
year. 

“There isn't huge money to be 
made anywhere, 1 don’t think," he 
says. “But there may be reasonable 
money to be made in international 
markets.”

Kurland argues that the surge of 
U.S. money into world funds isn’t 
finished by any means. “I think 
they’ll continue to attract their 
shore," he soys.

If you're looking for a way lo get your chil- 
dren interested in the stock market, there's a 
mutual fund that caters to children through its 
advertising and invests in companies that make 
the products th'c kid in all of us seems to like. 

Introduced earlier this month, the SteinRoe 
Young Investor Fund is a stock fund with a dual 
objective. First, its investing goal is to seek 
long-term capital appreciation. Second, the fund 
is intended to be a fun, educational experience 
for young investors and their parents. 

“SteinRoe believes the best way to prepare 
the next generation for its financial future is to 
get them involved today," says Timothy K. Ar- 
mour, president of SteinRoe Mutual Funds, a 
no-load fund family.' 

That fund family also knows the kids market 
is a lucrative one. In 1994, for instance, the pop- 
ulation of teen-agers is expected to reach 25 
million. Estimates for how much money those 
teen-agers alone will spend hover around S89 
billion. Plus SteinRoe says teen-agers influence 
an additional $200 billion in purchases. 

Add to that money factor (he results of a Har- 
ris/Scholastic Research poll conducted last year 


that asked 1,389 students in grades eight lo 12 
questions about their financial knowledge: Half 
said that they would like to lake a class about 
money and investing. 

Kenneth Corba is one of a team of three port- 
folio managers for this fund.

According to Corba, (he fund will hold be- 
tween 25 and 40 companies in its portfolio. All 
will have earnings per share growth of 10 per- 
cent to 15 percent a year. So, even though the 
fund intends lo educate, the first criteria is to 
pick growth stocks for the fund that have invest- 
ment merit. 

Three of (he stocks already in the fund’s port- 
folio. are Procter and Gamble, makers of Crc.si 
tooth paste, Pampers diapers and Clearasil blem- 
ish creams; Motorola, whose wireles.s. hand-held 


telephones arc a hit for kids of ali ages; and Mi- 
crosoft Corp., the leading software provider 
whose product line is growing lo include an en- 
cyclopedia that kids will be able to access cither 
through home computers or the TV. 

The SteinRoe Young Investor Fund also is go- 
ing to lake some invc.sting clues from iLs share- 
holders. 

Along with an investing kit that all sharehold- 
ers will receive (the kit includes a coloring 
book, a wall poster with spaces to fill in as in- 
vestments are made, and a Young Investor cer- 
tificate), the fund plans on keeping an open line 
of communication with investors by giving 
thern an opportunity to send suggestions to 
portfolio managers about the products they like 
to buy.

Tlic upward 
pressure on rates from the Federal 
Reserve is beginning to appear in 
banks. 

• IVeasuiy securities,. 

The famous federal budget deficit 
means that the U.S. Trca.sury borrows 
boatloads of money every year. It 
does that by issuing securities matur- 
ing in anywhere from three months to 
3fJb3^virs. These sccurJiics — bills, 
notes and bonds — arc, of course, as 
safe ns the government itself, and 


interest is exempt from slate and local 
taxes. 

The main deterrent to buying 
Treasuries is that the shorter-term 
ones require large-minimum purchas-- 
cs. some as much as $10,000. 

Treasury bills, which mature in less 
than a year, have a $10,000 minimum 
(more than that can be purchased in 
$1,000 increments), and two- and 
three-year notes have a $5,000 mini- 
mum, with more available in $1,000 
clicks. Longer-term notes and 30-year 
b'bh'd.s'cah'b'c bought for $1,000, 
though some planners advise against 
locking up money for that long at a 
time when interest rates arc as volatile 
as they arc now.

Series EE Savings Bonds are anoth- 
er allemalivc, c.spccially if you don’t 
need the money right away, said 
financial planner William G. Brennan.

• Money maricet mutual ftmds. 

These arc mulilal funds that invest 
in very short-teim securities, maturing 
in 90 days or les.s, to keep their share 
price stable. These funds are available 
both for taxable and ta.x-<xcmpt sccu- 
r^itms. Typically, they pay interest 
monlhly;~ahd ■ many“offcr-bank 
account-like features such as chcck-

■ Unit investment trusts. 

Tlic.se share some characteristics of 
mutual funds, but they arc not man- 
aged. Instead, the tru.sl operator buys a 
basket of securities and sells shares of 
the basket to investors. Then the bas- 
ket is simply held until a predeter- 
mined maturity date. Some UITs buy 
stocksrbubmoslb’uy-bondsrusually— 
tax-exempts. Investors get payments 
of interest as they come in and their 
principal back as the bonds mature or 
arc called. 

A UIT's main advantage is that it ' 
provides a diverse portfolio. 
Typically, shares of UITs arc sold for 
$1,000. They also provide a steady 
stream of income to investors. And 
like ownership of a whole bond, UITs 
allow their investors to ignore price 
fluctuations — at lc.xsi as long as they 
don't need to sell.

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GM exec drives hard 
for time with her kids

DETROIT — Heidi Kunz doesn't 
take calls at home between 7 and 9 
p.m. 

'That’s lime for Dr. Seuss, chatter 
and play in a day otherwise filled 
with Wall Street investment bankers, 
interest rates and high finance. 

You see, the highesi<ranking 
woman at the world’s largest 
automaker reserves those two hours 
for her children. . 

Kunz is General Motors Corp.'s 
first female treasurer and one of only 
two female vice presidents. She also 
is mommy to 4-year-old Stacy and 7- 
year-old Andrew. 

“They’re the other half of my 
life,” she said simply. 

Kunz relishes talking about her 
children, but seems a bit uncomfort- 
able addressing women's issues and 
roles. And she lapses into almost 
role corporate-speak when asked 
- about GM’s finances and forecast. 
Still, she covers being an executive 
mother, a woman in the male-domi- 
nated auto industry and a finance 
person in a car company with a wry. 
sense of humor she occasionally 
aims at herself. 

The New York slate native admits 
when she joined GM in 1979 she 
couldn’t even name all its car divi- 
sions^ She took the job as statistician 
and analyst because she liked finance 
and its location in Manhattan, “not 
because it was GM.” 

With the exception of four years at 
GM-Canada In finance, she’s spent 
her career in the GM treasurer’s 
office in Manhattan. But she makes' 
frequent trips to Detroit. 

The children sometimes come to 
the office on weekends when she hu 
to work — though she quickly said 
that’s only about once a month. Then 
Stacy and Andrew “futz around the 
computer,' screw ujj the Xerox 
machine and fax miscellaneous 
pieces of paper to unknown phone 
numbers.” 

Kunz said Andrew once desaibed 
her job like this: “My mommy goes 
to meetings, talks on the phone and 
she gets lots of money out of huge 
cash machines.” That last bit was a 


reference to Kunz’ job raising bil- 
lions by selling cash and debt on 
Wall Street, not her salary. 

Her husband is in finance, at GE 
Capital. He also works in Manhattan 
and travels regularly on business. 
They try to arrange their schedules 
so only one is away on business at a 
lime. 

Said Kunz: "The only way if 
works is if you’ve got a husband 
who does half of everything. And 
my husband does half of every- 
thing.” So she's certain their children 
are growing up thinking of mommy 
and daddy os “interchangeable.” 

But with two executive incomes, 
they do have help — a full-time live- 
- in child care provider and a maid 
.who -regtilarly comes into their 
Manhattan home. 

So when Kunz arrives home 
around 7wthe children arc "bathed, 
fed and ready to play.” 

After they go to bed, she often 
gels back to wof|c, answering phone 
or fax messages from staff or 
reviewing papers. 

She works about 55 hours a week 
in the office — from 8 a.m. to 6:45 
or 7 p.m. Thai’s close to the average 
of 56 for lop executives found in 
several surveys. 

What doesn’t fit into Kunz's life is 
much of a personal life, friends or 
time alone with her husband. They 
take their children along on weekend 
trips and she seldom goes out to din- 
ner alone with her husband. Many 
career women recognize and make 
those tradeoffs. 

At General Motors, she’s never 
had a mentor or role model, but 
found the office full of people who 
respected her and continually threw 
her challenges that kept her and her 
career growing. 

Kunz recalls being "very much of 
a minority” as a woman starling out 
-in GM’s treasurer’s office. 

As a junior staffer, she sometimes 
was subject to "an extra dollop” of 
skepticism from Wall Street types. 
But “os I’ve gotten more senior in 
the company, certainly no one on the 
outside who is a likely supplier treats 
me that way,” she said with a confi- 
dent laugh.

From the cemetery, you can walk 
down to the beach where some of these 
men landed, down the hill up which they 
fought their way. It is steep and wind- 
ing and muddy, the grass slick, with 
rusty barbed wire and shell holes and 
a warning sign: "Sangliei ^' — wild boar. 
That’s how rustic this country remains. 
The gravesite is as smooth and mani- 
cured as the fairways of Augusta Na- 
tional; the rest of it is still rough coun- 
try where local peasants hunt in season 
and signs alert you to the dangers of 
digging amid unexplodcd mines. 

I walk along the- beach, the sand 
smooth and washed, the sea lapping 
gently at my toots. It could be the 
Jersey shore or'^ng Island. But when 
you stand there at the water’s edge and 
look up, toward the heights — toward 
where the Germans hod the bunkers 
and the guns and the advantage of 
shooting down — you wonder how any- 
one made it across that beach, you mar- 
vel that we didn’t lose more. 

Poinle du Hoc, where the American 
Rangers fought. Is four or five miles 
farther west. The Poime is n rocky nose 
about 100 feet high, sticking out into 
the surf. From its top, big German guns 
could reach both Omaha and Utah 
beaches with devastating enftlade fire, 
catching the landing craft coming in. 
General Eisenhower's intelligence peo- 
ple put a lot of value on Pointc du Hoc. 
And so 225 Rangers — with grapnel 
hooks, assault ladders and ropes — were 
sent to leap directly from their boats 
onto the rugged cliff face of Pointc du 
Hoc and to spike the German artillery. 
Only 90 Rangers got to the top and sur- 
vived the fierce German attempts to 
throw them off the commanding height. 
The irony of war? There were no big 
guns there. Our intelligence was wrong. 

I stand at the crest of Poinle du Hoc, 
looking down at the sea. It’s a sheer 
cliff, difficult to climb even when they 
aren’t slicing through your climbing 
ropes and firing at you and dropping 
grenades down the cliff face. Re- 
inforccd-concrctc bunkers still stud the 
Pointe, linked by trenches and tunnels, 
and the Rangers took those loo and 
died trying to reach imaginary guns.

That night, over dinner in a Caen restaurant, eat- 
ing Isigny oysters from the shell, I am still thinking 
about those ponderous German bunkers and block- 
houses. They buHt more’ than 12.000 such bunkers to 
guard their Atlantic coast, to protect their winnings, 
to keep us out. It didn't work. Young Americans and 
• Canadians and Brits and other Allies with rifles and 
flamethrowers and satchel charges swarmed over 
the bunkers and took them. Hitler’s Atlantic Wall 
was breached. At the next table, a fellow whose 
French is about as rusty as mine is eating his steak 
and ordering wine, and I wonder if he Is a salesman 
from Pennsylvania whose father fought here. Or per- 
haps a salesman irom Bonn or DUsseldorf whose 
_ , ■fnther-manncd-one-of-those-coldrgniybonke'rs: 
There are no signs pointing the way to the German 
cemetery. You come upon it unexp)cctedly — near the 
viUagc of La Cambe, along nanow National Route 1 3 
—dark gray volcanic rock framing a slim gate and 


d memorial chapel with a wooden pew that seats 
two people. I mean that TTiere is room there for only 
two to pray at any one time. Beyond chapel and gate 
are clusters of dark Teutonic crosses on the lawn. 
The grass here is just os neat and green, but all else 
is different. Heavier and bleak, of great dignity byt 
not os buoyant and pretty os the high ground where 
the Americans lie. A thin rain has come in off the 
Channel, and it falls os we walk around. There is no 
one here. Not one other person. Neither is there graf- 
fiti nor disrespect. The Germans and the French have 
hated each other for centuries. But tiiey respect the 
dead. Here, at La Cambe, 21,160 Gennans arc buried. 

One stone, set flat in the gross, carries the names 
of Konrad Kosprzyk, 20, and Heinz Stutzer. 26. 
Perhaps to save space, two men occu py eac h German 
grave. Two by two they marchedin life, two by two 
they sleep in death. Along the road. Norman cows 
graze, unknowing. 

The road to Utah Beach crosses four small bridges, 
spanning streams you could spit across. Yet men, 
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mostly paratroopers, fought and died to keep these 
bridges from being blown up, so that our tanks and 
trucks could get across and break out into the open 
country. Utah was, by comparison to Omaha, a walk 
in the sun. No cliffs, only gentle dunes. And here, 
for whatever reasons, the Germans didn’t fight with 
the same stubborn ferocity. It was the American 4th 
Infantry Division that slammed ashore at Utah Beach 
to penetrate swiftly into the interior, linking up with 
the paras and glider troops. But it would take only 
a few days for their war to begin too, in the rugged 
hedgerow country not even tanks could penetrate. 

Among the 4th Division casualties, a regular 
Army private named Matthew Brady was hit in a . 
flrefight on June 17 and taken to England, where 
, hr: (lied f<^iir.rinys4ater,-He-wasmyUncle-MattnTiy~ - 
father’s kid brother, a young man I never knew. 

Inland from Utah Beach, even in peacetime the 
low ground is flooded. It looks more like Holland 
than France, and local people wear wooden shoes 
called sabots. In 1944, the Gennans flooded a lot 
more ground— General Rommel’s idea. It worked. 
Paratroopers laden with 100 pounds of weapons 
and ammo and gear, tangled in silk shrouds, fell 
into Ronimcl’s bogs and drowned, sometimes in as 
little as three feel of water. Other “sticks” of paras, 
entire planeloads, were blown off course and dropped 
into the night ocean. Few bodies were ever found. 

On the beaches, especially on Omaha, there were 
the usual foul-ups of won Landing craft dumped 
assault troops in water too deep to wade; mines were 
supposed to have been clear^ but weren’t: tanks, 
buttoned up against German fire and rendered half- 
blind. rolled over dead and wounded Americans, 
crushing them into the sand. 

Errors, too. at Ste.-M&re-^glise, the little cross- 
roads town built around a church, into which men 
of the 82nd and 101st Airborne dropped, only to be 
shot in the square by alert Germans who waited un- 
til they drift^ low enough and just picked them off. 

Sarah Berkey takes me inside the old church, 
moybe 600 years old, dark and gloomy as old 
churches should be, but tranquil and empty, with a 
few candles flickering. A place to rest, to think. We 
have lunch in Madame Jeanne Pentecote’s little 
place just off the church square where the paras 
died, eating tough but tasty country chicken from the 
pot, with fresh rolls and a little of the wine of the 
country, while the girl who seiYCS stirs up the fire 
against the damp of the day. 

I sit there trying to imagine what it must have 
been like in the square that June night, to be a young 
man floating down into, the cauldron. Or to have 
been that wolinded paratrooper John Steele, hang- 
ing from the church steeple by his chute, pretend- 
ing to be dead, while all about him Germans kill 
his friends — young strangers sent to free Madame 
Pentecote’s little town, the first in France to be lib- 
erated after four years of Nazi Occupation. 

The place names stay with you. resonating, even 
ns the concepts — honor, glory, victory — fade. We 
Americans hear their echo in Bull Run, Antictam. 
Gettysburg, the Mnme, the Argonne, Bellcau Wood, 
the Somme...and, in my own war, Inchon and the 
Chosin Reservoir. So I try not to lose the old Norman 
n^ames but to hold them close in memory: Ste.-Mire- 
Eglisc and Utah Beach, Caen and Sl L6, the Falaisc 
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Gap and Omaha. The Battle of 
Noimandy raged fiom June 6 to Aug. 21 , 
1944. Afta" 1 1 weeks that summer, the 
invading Allies counted 37,000 of dieir 
own dead and 153,000 wounded. 

We drive on, a late-aftemoon sun 
pienring the clouds, to see Anomonches, 
whde the Allies sank concrete barges 
to create an artificial horbor-rconcrete 
hulks still there today, rising from the 
tide. And to Vierville, the first coastal 
town freed, near Omaha Beach, where 
on June 6 of this year 14 heads of state 
and government, including President 
Clinton but pointedly-not Chancellor 
•Kohl-of-Gennanyrwill*nicmorinlizc” 
the D'Day dead and salute the living. 

Just to the west of the harbor's little 
monument is a jolly establishment of- 
fering refreshments and cocktails. 
Then, dusk coming, we drive back to 
Caen, where the Germans held oiit for 
five weeks against the Brits and Cana- 
dians. The British came ashore just north 
of here, some units led by bagpipes. 

Brave men too, as were the Danes 
and Free French and Poles and Nor- 
wegians and Dutch and Belgians and 
all the Allies. There was, on D-Day, 
no monopoly on courage. 

Those loo young to remember or un- 
read in the histories, know little of all 
this: why World War II was fought or 
who Hitler was, or even who was on our 
side and who wasn't. And why millions 
of young Americans had to come to 
France to tight So when we hear all the 
talk and see all the movies that will be 
shown and all the attention being paid 
over the next several days and there- 
after, I think it’s good. It’s important to 
remember those who fought and died 
here, including my Uncle Matt We, the 
survivors, are they, and they are us. A 
part of them dwells with us today, just 
as a port of us lies with them. It's a good 
thing that this Jiine we will eommemo- 
rate D-Day. People ought to know that 
long before Vietnam, before Pete See- 
ger, these lines could have been written: 
"Where have all the young men gone? 
Gone for soldiers, everyone. 

“Where have all the soldiers gone? 
Gone to graveyards, e^very one. "• 

I think back to the graveyard above 
Omaha Beach where 9386 yoUng Amer- 
icans have gone. There they lie, row on 
row under the French grass, their sim- 
ple while stones all aligned, all facing 
the same way. A nice touch that — sen- 
sible and caring. All 9386 face due 
west, face the Atlantic, face America. 

Looking out over bloody Omaha

be something really worthwhile, and 
when I went out on the road. I began to 
see all of these craniofacial children." 

In 1989, Cher was named honorary 
chairman of the International Cranio- 
facial Foundation. The organization, 
based in Dallas, was renamed the Chil- 
dren's Craniofacial Association in 
1991. Approximately 480,000 children 
in the U.S. are bom each year with 
craniofacial afflictions. Most have a 

. normal lifeexp ecttmc y 

"All a craniofacial wants is not to 
be abnormal," Cher said. "You know, 
they just want to walk and not be 
looked at. People are always drawn to 
what they think is beautiful, and they 
tend to think that beautiful people are 
nice people. One has no bearing on the 
other. Everything is so packaged now 
that there is a perfection orientation 
that we don’t want to look at people 
that aren’t completely beautiful." 

Cher admitted that at times it is dif- 
ficult to see the pain that some of these 
children endure: “I know it’s a prob- 
lem, and I feel badly for them, but it is 
what it is, and you have to do what you 
can to help them." 

"I also think," she continued, "that 
children who have craniofacial prob- 
lems, Just like any other type of extra 
problem, get something— like a bonus 
for having to deal with society on an 
uneven playing field." 

If you want to sec Cher smile, just 
mendon the names of some of the chil- 
dren she has met. We talked about a 
girl in Wisconsin who had a pair of 
ears constructed. Cher sent her a set 
of earrings to celebrate what she called 
"a milestone in this young lady’s life." 

In 1990, Cher came up with the idea 
for a program that was later named 
Cher’s Family RetreaL The Children’s 
Craniofacial Association arranges the 
travel packages and invites youngsters 
suffering from craniofacial afflictions 
and their families. In 1991, the first re- 
treat was held at Disney World. This 
year’s retreat will be in Indianapolis. 
Activities will include^trip to the zoo 
and a pool party. 

Since her involvement with the Chil- 
dren’s Craniofacial Association, Cher 
has provided free concert tickets for 
the children and their families. In fact, 
that is how she met Marie Matejic in 
Australia in 1991. The teenager, then 
14. came backstage along with 12oth- 
er children. 

Something about Marie’s condition 
touched her — so much so that, when 
Cher returned to the States, she tracked 
Marie down through contact at the 
Children’s Craniofacial Association in 
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1981: Marie Matello, 14, with her mother, Kathryn (i), and Cher. Mario underwent 
oronlofeolal surgery at a Daiias hospital. Cher was present throughout the entire 
operation. Marie and her mother returned homo to Australia the following month.

A Swimming is a very good exercise 
for weight loss. One of die most 
important ports of any weight-loss 
program is exercise-that incorporates 
the large muscle groups and can be 
performed for extended periods of 
time. Swimming uses all the major 
muscle groups, it can be performed 
for long periods, and it has the added 
benefit of putting little stress on the 
joints and bones of the body. 

To lose weight, you need to work 
out aerobically four or five times a 
week for 30 to 60 minutes. Since 
added body weight is not a factor in 
the water, swimming allows 
overweight people to work out harder 
and longer — and with less risk of 
injury-^an they could if performing 
high-impace, weight-bearing activities 
such as jogging. 

If you ore just beginning to 
exercise, keep your workout sessions 
short at first (10 to 15 minutes) but 
frequent (at least three days a week). 
Then gradually add minutes and 
frequency— but not more than I09fe a 
week.

Olie 
is among hundreds of young men on 
the tough East Side of Cleveland whose 
lives have been transformed by a re- 
markable program. Its goal is to turn “the 
hearts of fathers toward iJtelr children. “ 

SHATTERED FAMILIES AND 
children living in homes without fa- 
thers have become an American crisis. 
In 1992, one of every three births na- 
tionwide was to an unwed mother. In 
urban areas, most children are now 
raised by single women. Broken homes 
have led to on upsurge of violent crime, 
drug use and failure in school. 

In Cleveland, one man is determined 
to turn his communis around by teach- 



ing teenage fathers to become respon- 
sible parents and husbands. He is 
Charles Ballard, 57, founder of the pri- 
vate National Institute for Responsible 
Fatherhood and Family Development.- 
He has based the program on his own 
life experience. Growing up poor and 
fatherless in rural Alabama, he quit 
school in the 10th grade. “The young 
men who come into the p rogram ate just 
like I was,” he reflects. “Angry, with min- 
imal self-esteem and without positive 
role models. When they decide to walk 
through our door, that is an important 
first step. We encourage them to de- 
velop potential that is already there.’’ 
Thus far, more than 2000 young fa-*

helping other straggling young parents. 

Other youths tell me that they had 
simiior motivations for entering the 
prognun— that they were fed up with 
' the violence and crime all around them 
and that they began to wish for their 
babies a childhood better than their 
own. They seek adult male guidance, 
they say, because they never had a fa- 
ther in their own homes. Most learned 
of the program from neighbors or the 
institute’s counselors, who visit Cleve- 
land’s schools. The toughest part, many 
report, is changing their mindset to be- 
gin with. Not all can find the desire and 
willpower to take that crucial first step.

“In prison," he reflects, “I had a 
conversion experience and realized that 
much of my anger came from the emo- 
tional wounds of not knowing my father 
and the guilt of ^andoning my own son.”

■j child. While doing me- 
''nial jobs^ he earned a 
high school equivalency 
diploma and went on to 
college. In 1976, after 
earning a master’s de- 
gree in social welftuc ad- 
ministration, he wodeed 
at Cleveland’s Metropol- 
itan General Hospital. 

“I kept seeing all these 
mothers and b^ies — but 
no men," he recalls. “So 
I collected the fathers’ 
names and went on the 
sttcet looking for them. 

I found that they were 
thinking the same way 
as I did when I was 17.

The social welfare system largely ig- 
nores the role of young fathers. So, in my 
spare time, I organized groups of these 
men to discuss paternal responsibility.” 
In 1982, with grants from the United 
Way and the Cleveland Foundation, 
and assisted by a small sta^ of volun- 
teers, Ballard created the Teen Father 
Program. As word spread, the number . 
of young men coming in for help was I 
overwhelming. “We only insisted on | 
tiirec things." Ballard recalls. “First, 
legitimize your child. Second, 'jje.in 
school'ora GED'class. Third, find 
job. no matter how menial, to learn fi 
nancial responsibility. We also spent 
a lot of time teaching how to change dl 
apers, to feed and bathe the child— 
and how to respect the mother." 

To assist young parents, the institute 
works with social-service agencies 
courts, clinics and schools. Ccntral'.to 
the program is the corps of “role mod 
cl” counselors. “We don’t force our 
protdgds to set goals for themselves,' 
says Ballard. “They learn the respon- 
sibilities of parents by interacting with 
young men who have become suc- 
cessful fathers and family members,” 

As the program grew in size and stat- 
ure, services were extended to mothers 
and grandparents in order to strcngUi- 
en the families. Naomi Brookins was 
pregnant when she walked into The 
National Institute for Responsible 
Fatherhood and Family Development. 
She became a counselor to about SO 
young mothers and grandmothers. 

“Most of my protdgdcs were like 1 
was," says Brookins, now 32 and no 
longer with the institute. "They had an 
angry emotional wall toward the man. 

In my cascH didn’t want him [the fa- 
ther of her child] around, because I felt 
he was abusive. But after Mr. Ballard 
showed him how to change, I saw the 
value of my son having contact with 
his father. Even if we are not together 
as a couple, the child can still benefit." 

The strength of the program is the 
“extended family” atmosphere, where 
counselors are available 24 hours a 
day. Counseling is done in homes, on 
street comers or on. basketball courts. 
One of the counselors is John Ward Jr.. 

46, a father of two and a successful 
businessman who grew up in the com- 
munity. “I volunteered to help,” lie says, 
“because I looked at the growing amount 
of gangs and violence committed by 
kids. Much of their anger epm^ from 
their dad never being in the home or 
around for them. So we work with 
them on the street, in their own reali- 
ty, and emphasize positive thinking.” 

One of young men Ward coun- 
seled is Tony Reed, 19.

Tony holds his I7-momh-olddoughter, 
TonErica. on his lap. Tony says “think- 
ing clearly" is the greatest lesson he 
learned from his counselor. "My baby’s 
mother, Erica, and 1 are helping each 
other,” he explains. “She's 17 and used 
to be in a gang. I told her, ‘If you want 
to be with me, you have to he out of the 
gang.”’ The two arc now married and 
also have a new son, Tony Jr. To care 
for their children, Tony works nights, 
and Erica goes to school during the day. 

CTharles Ballard and John Ward wo^ 
closely with businesses and employ- 
ers to create Jobs and to foster entre- 
-preneurshipwithin-thccommunityJlA- 
welfare mentality has created many 
problems," Ward says. "We advocate 
individual initiative and encourage 
people to go into business. The wel- 
fare system has been detrimental to the 
family. By the time a boy becomes a 
teenager, he is twice os big os his moth- 
er and is running wild in the streets." 

The success of Ballard’s work in 
Cleveland has received national ai- 
lention. At a White House ceremony in 
1990, he was awarded the “Achieve- 
ment Against the Odds” medallion. Dr. 
Louis Sullivan— former US, Secretary 
of Health and Human Services and cur- 
rent president of Morehouse Universi^ 
School of Medicine in Atlanta— has 
visited The National Institute for Re- 
sponsible Fatherhood and Family De- 
velopment and is a vocal advocate o.f 
Ballard’s work. "Many problems that 
confront our society can be traced to 
shattered families," he says. “The in- 
stitute has credibility and authentici- 
ty. because young people without much 
formal education arc trained to become 
inspirational leaders within their com- 
munity. It is a model that can be emu- 
lated throughout the country." 

In 1993, Bollard began to expand the 
institute into a national effort, opening 
an office in Washington, D.C. He also 
worked with community leaders and 
raised funds to open offices in Boldmore, 
Nashville. Kansas City and Detroit. 

“I would like to see this program in- 
fluence thousands of fathers per year,” 
says Charles Ballard. “The problem is.; 
not exclusive to African-Americans 
and to poor people. A lot of men who 
have children in their homcs-r-doctors, 
lawyers, politicians — are not taking 
care of their kids. When fathers get 
closer with their children, communi- 
ties will become ffafer for all of us. 
Drug use, homicides, school dropouts 
—whatever it is. we can reverse to- 
day’s negative trends." U

I’d focus on economic education os a 
civic obligation for all Americans who 
wont to cost a responsible vote. As a peo- 
ple. we know very little about elementary 
economics, and that innocence is show- 
ing in the voting booth, which great 
impact on both our public and personal 
financial stability and opportunity. 

A press release from the Joint Coun- 
cil on Economic Education quoted Paul 
Volcker, former chairman of the board 
of the Federal Reserve System, as say- 
ing; “While interest in rruitters of eco- 
nomics runs high in American minds, 
their understanding of the subject lags 
far behind their counterparts in other in- 
dustrialized countries.” 

In 1988, TTieWew Pont Times reported, 
“more than half of all hi^ school students 
in a notional survey could not define ba- 
sic economic terms like profit and infla- 
tion.. .only 25% gave the correct definidon 
for infladon, 34% knew profits equal rev- 
enue minus costs, and 45% could idend- 
-fy the term ’government budget deCciL’” 
This situation appeared unchanged 
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four years later. In an overview of a notional survey of 
American eMnomic literacy, conducted jointly in 1992 
by the National Center for Research in Economic Ed- 
ucation and the Gallup Organization, it was noted that 
“all survey respondents had strong opinions about eco- 
nomic issues despite the fact that they often had very 
limited economic knowledge about an economic issue.” 

The study assessed high school seniois, college se- 
niors and the general public. Among its findings: “The 
economic issue of greatest concern was unemploy- 
ment. The respondents in all groups recommended a 
numter of actions that should be taken by the federal 
government to r^uce unemployment; yet, only about 
a fourth or less of each group knew the current na- 
tional rate of unemployment." Also, “the general pub- 
lic suggestttl a number of actions to be taken by the fed- 
eral government to reduce the federal deficit, but less 
thflinrquartenjf cacli giuup kiiewahffslza'of ihc’deflclr 
or could define o budget deficit." 

In dial overview, it also was noted that “these results 
suggest that, for most people, the knowledge base for 
understanding or discussing most economic issues is 
inadequate. This economic illiteracy has the potential 
to misshape public opinion on economic issues and lead 
to economic policies that have negative or perverse ef- 
fects on the economy.” In 1992 there was a major elec- 
tion. and the campaigns focused on the economy. 

The survey itself states: ‘The American public, high 
school seniors and college seniors show widespread ig- 
norance of basic economics that is necessary for un- 
derstanding economic events and changes in the na- 
tional economy. When asked questions about funda- 
mental economics, only 35% of high school seniors, 
39% of the general public and 5 1 % of college seniors 
gave correct answers.” For example, "only 22% knew 
the current national rate of unemployment: of those 
who gave a response, most thought the rote was much 
higher than it was." And “only 1 1% knew the current 
national rate of infladon." 

Whether we’re going to cast our vote or run for of- 
fice ourselves, sound economic understanding is the 
heart of good government. And what this country 
needs, more ihim anything else, is better government. 
When an aircraft breaks the sound barrier, why 
does it boom Just once or twicoP That is, why 
doesn't It boom oontlnuously all along its pathP 
(I hope my "Marilyn" stomp, cut from your col- 
umn and pasted next to the post office stamp, 
got your attention.

A press release firom the Joint Coun- 
cil on Economic Education quoted Paul 
Volcker. former chairman of the board 
of the Federal Reserve System, as say- 
ing: "While interest in matters of eco- 
nomics runs high in American minds, 
their understanding' qf the subjMt lags 
for behind their counterparts in other in- 
dustrialized countries." 

In 1988, The AAjw Pont Ttm&rrcpcxtcd, 
“more than half of all high school students 
in a national survey could not define ba- 
sic economic terms like profit and infla- 
tion. . .only 25% gave the correa drfinition 
for inflation, 34% knew profits equal rev- 
enue minus costs, and 45% could identi- 
fy the term ‘government buc^ defidL’" 
This situation appeared unchanged

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four years later. In an overview of a national survey of 
American economic literacy, conducted jointly in 1992 
by the National Center for Research in Economic Ed- 
ucation and the Gallup Organization, it was noted that 
“all survey respondents had strong opinions about eco- 
nomic issues despite the fact that they often had very 
limit^ economic knowledge about on economic issue." 

The study assessed high school seniors, college se- 
niors and the general public. Among its findings; "The 
economic issue of latest concern was unemploy- 
ment. liie respondents in all groups recommended a 
number of actions that should be token by the federal 
government to reduce unemployment; yet, only about 
a fourth or less of .each group knew the current na- 
tional rate of un employm ent." Also, “the general pul>- ^ 

eral government to reduce Ae fed^ deficit, but less 
than a quarter of each group knew the size of the deficit 
or could define a budget deficit." 

In that overview, it also v/as noted that "these results 
suggest that, for most people, the knowledge base for 
understanding or discussing most economic issues is 
inadequate. This economic illiteracy has the potential 
to misshape public opinion on economic issues and lead 
to economic policies that have negative or perverse ef- 
fects on the economy^ In 1992 there was a majorelec- 
tioh, and the campaigns focused on the economy. 

TTie survey itself states: "The American public, high 
school seniors and college seniors show widespread ig- 
norance of basic economics that is necessop' for un- 
derstanding economic events and changes in the na- 
tional economy, l^en asked questions about ftinda-, 
mental economics, only 35% of high school seniors, 
39% of the general public and 51% of college seniors 
gave correct answers." For example, "only 22% knew 
the current national rate of unemployment; of those 
who gave a response, most thought the rate was much 
higher than it was." And "only 11% knew the current 
national rate of inflation."

P rostitution is legal in 
Oermany, although, 
restricted in most 
communities, and those who 
praodoe the world's oldest 
trade also pay taxes. The 
government even sponsors a 
self'hslp group for hoolcers 
called ^dra, which recently 
started monthly tours in Berlin. 

For $9, the proetlifutes guide 
tourists through the city's 
notorious red-light areas, sdch 
as the street in East Berlin 
where Lulu — the prostitute 
played by Tj^hIm Brooks in the 
1929 fiiTTi jRandors's Box- 
plied her trade. 

But these tours — and the 
activities that inspire them — 
may not Iasi much longer.

Politicians may pass the 
Sperrgebiet law, which would 
restrict hookers in Berlin.
